«‘Sierra Madre’s Repertoire Theater’s first Production, ‘One Mod Night,’ Gets Away to Excellent Start 


The spoken drama return¬ 
ed to Sierra Madre last Fri¬ 
day and Saturday nights in 
the person of the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Repertoire Theater, with 
the Sierra Madre School Au¬ 
ditorium as the locale—and 
it was good. 

The play, “One Mad 
Night,’ a hilarious mystery 
farce comedy by James 
Reach, author of the Broad¬ 


way hits, “The Bat” and “The 
Cat and the Canary,” is de¬ 
signed for laughter purposes 
and the enthusiastic audi¬ 
ence reacted accordingly. The 
tempo produced by Director 
Glenn J. Blanchard was 
speedy, the players, a med¬ 
ley of Sierra Madre, Hast¬ 
ings Ranch and professional 
talent, displayed a versa¬ 
tility and ability that prom¬ 


ises well in the productions 
to come. 

But—and this is important 
—the opening night audience 
was much too small, indi¬ 
cating clearly that Sierra 
Madreans must “grow up to 
their theater company.” This 
is understandable for in re¬ 
cent years we have had very 
little histrionically except 
school plays and must again 


be “acclimated” and “con¬ 
ditioned” to the theater. 

THIS, WE BEUEVE. can 
be accomplished by Director 
Blanchard, his staff and the 
players who can, we dare 
say, produce a group of plays 
throughout the fall and 
winter season which will 
capture our attention and 
equally as important, our 
patronage. 


“One Mad Night” is to be 
presented again this Friday 
and Saturday nights, and we 
bespeak large audiences 
for it. 

As to the players, Henry 
Bicknell, a Chicago theater 
veteran of plea.sing person¬ 
ality, and Sally Boyce of 
Hastings Ranch, do extreme¬ 
ly well with the leads. Mys¬ 
tery farce is not an easy 


thing to portray for unless 
properly handled it can bor¬ 
der on the ridiculous. This 
the two leads nicely avoid, 
and here the fine hand of 
Director Blanchard is mani¬ 
fest. 

Of the Sierra Madre con¬ 
tingent, William W. Spargur, 
as the heavy; Jane B. Bu¬ 
chan, as the colored maid; 
Nancy Mulleavy, as the 


housekeeper, and Anne Me- 
Knight, as the fiancee, gave 
capable performances. The 
same may be said of Bar¬ 
bara Campbell of Hastings 
Ranch, as Priscilla. 

STANDING OUT clearly 
are three delineations, that 
of Wing, a valet, by Rob Rob¬ 
inson of Sierra Madre; Dan¬ 
ny Siletto, by Gerald Fitz¬ 
Gerald, and lady Macbeth, 


by Mary Nims. All three por¬ 
trayals were notable for 
their excellence. 

Others in the cast were 
Fred Silveria as John Alden; 
John O’Donnell, as a crack¬ 
pot villain; Paul Smith, as 
Dr. Dunn, and Doris Hall, as 
Mrs. T, Ashington Finch. 

That the play moved fast 
with proper lighting, sound 
effects and incidental music 


was due to Director Blan¬ 
chard and his backstage 
crew including James Col¬ 
bert, sound and publicity; 
Leon Smietana, stage man¬ 
ager; Dale Witala, lighting; 
Jack Fitch, costumes; Bar¬ 
bara Duffy, secretary and 
hostess, and Carol and Carl 
Pilot, production assistants.

A little mental 
prayer for a disconsolate one may send him on his way with a song in his heart, 
a spring in the step. A litlle thing like a word of commendation doesn’t cost 
anything yet make make a success out of failure. 

God speaks to us through little things and He speaks through us to others 
in things we do to help and encourage them. He speaks to us often in the church 
service and its fellowship enables us to receive and give the little things which so 
often generate such powerful and good results. The Church is first in pointing out 
for us those things that count. 

With the hope that it will, in some measure, 
foster and help sustain that which is good in 
family and community life, this feature is spon¬ 
sored by the business firms and organizations 
whose names appear in this space.
